Duke of 
Courland, and attended the Prince Alexander his Son 
in quality of a Lackey to the War of Hungary in the 
Year 1686. There are alfo both here and at Libau

‘ As for the Duchefs of Courland, feveral Gentlemen

Then 
as for her Ladyfhip’s Luxury, it was patt all Expref- 
fion. .She had Jewels to the Value of two Millions of 
Rubles. Some Months before her Husband’s Cata- 
ftrophe, fhe had a Robe of Cr:mfon Velvet made all 
over embroider’d with Pearls, which colt half a Mil- 
lion of Rubles: In fhort, never was Creature fo vain 
and proud ; but in her Houfekeeping fhe was an in- 
tolerable Niggard.’ 
Breflau, Fune 14. The King’s Army continues to 
incamp at Grotkau, tho’ it was given out in the Ene- 
my’s Camp that they were return’d to Mollwitz: But 
both Armies continue inaétive. The King has been very 
bufy for fome Days paft in conferring with his Mini-

An Exprefs arriv’d Yefterday alfo from Hanover, with 
more Difpatches as ‘tis believ’d relating to the Accom- 
modation between her Majefty and the King. ‘Tis 
however certain, that Mr. Robinfon the Britifh Mini- 
fter had an Audience that Day of the Queen which lafted 
above an Hour; and that Orders were then fent to the 
Velt Marfhal de Neuperg in Silefia, to keep his Army 
| quiet in their Camp, which gives Room to think that 
the Negociation is in a fine Way.

* You had an Account in one of your former, with 
‘ what Arrogance the Perfian Ambaflador behav'd in 
‘ the Firft Audience he had of the Grand Vizir. We 
‘ have heard fince that he gave himfelf much the fame 
‘ Airs, in a Publick Audience he had of the Grand 
‘ Signior, of which thefe are fome of the Particulars. 
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' After having delives’d his Credentials to bis Highnels, 











‘ he faid to him,’ Scuacu Navin, Emperor of 
Perfia defires nothing more earneftly than to maintain 
Peace with your Highnefs, and to render it even more 
durable : But in order to attain to it, ‘tis very neceflary 
that Juftice be done on both Sides, with Regard to the 
Countries conquer'’d by either. Persia mos having 
reftor'd the Provinces now in her Poflefion which be- 
long’d formerly to the Ottoman Empire, demands, ac- 
cording to the firicteft Equity, that the Porte thould 
do the fame by thofe which they have taken from the 
Monarchy of Perfia, fince the Reign of Amurath II. 

He then {poke about the particular Claim of the Sophi 
his Matter, and demanded that the Perfians might be 
allow'd to go to Mecca with the fame Freedom as thie 
Turks ; and he concluded his Difcourfe in the Man- 
‘ ner following :’ ‘Thefe two Articles have Equity for 
their Foundation, and are of fuch a Nature that they 
may be granted without Helitation ; otherwife the Em- 
peror my Matter will be obliged to fupport his Rights 
by a numerous Army. 

‘ The Grand Signior fent him word, that he fhould 
‘ have an Anfwer to his Propofals in due time ; and we 
hear that feveral Divans have been held, in which it 
was refolved to make War, rather than confent to 
thofe Demands. Mean time a good Body of Jani- 
zaries is order'd to Afia, to re-inforce thole already 
fent thither, and there’sa Talk of getting the Horle 
and neceflary Ammunition ready : And yet for all 
this, the Porte flatter themfelves that the fecond Am« 
bafflador who is fhortly expected here from Kouli 
Kan, will have it in Commiffion to make Propofa!s 
more aceeptable, and more likely to maintain a Peace. 
Which would be very agreeable to the Grand Sig- 
niors Minifters ; becaufe they feem to have fome 
other Enterprize in their Heads, if we may be allow'd 
to guefs fo from the Equipment of twelve Sultanas, or 
Ships of the Line, twelve Galleys, and twenty-four 
Galliots.’

‘ gave them Leave to place them epon it: Which be- 
‘ ing what is never granted to any but the Muflulmen, 
‘ and the Perfians being reputed Schifmaticks, the 
‘ Xeriff’s Brother, a wicked Man, and one who aimed 
‘ at his Poft, took that Opportunity to raife the Mob, 
* who —- commonly fond of Riots ran in a Fury to 
‘ the Xeriff’s Houfe, and inhumanly murder’d him, 
‘ and all the Perhans of the Caravan, after having 
* {catter’d all their Prefents abroad, and trampled them 
* under Foot. We are affur’d that when Kouli Kan was 
‘ inform’d of this News, he immediately fent two great
